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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 3 7 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on November 24 th , 2004 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 60, 67 and 69 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Applicant teach a parts management information system for managing, by a 
primary shop, orders received from a first shop, and orders placed with a second shop, 
comprises first display control means for displaying on display means a combination of 
an icon for identifying the order received or order placed, and data indicating a status of 
the order received or order placed represented by the icon. Applicant's inventive concept 
is novel and innovative in the sense that it displays simultaneously a first icon and a first 
combination as a pair and displays simultaneously a second icon and a second 
combination as a second pair in case where the orders received and the orders places are 
existence. The closet prior art, Jebens (U.S. PG Pub. 2001/0002204) teach data 
management and publishing, and, more particularly, to a data management and order 
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delivery system for providing storage of data such as digital images and for routing and 
delivering orders incorporating a selected subset of the stored data to a publishing facility 
or the like. Jebens fail to teach an inventive concept that displays simultaneously a first 
icon and a first combination as a pair and displays simultaneously a second icon and a 
second combination as a second pair in case where the orders received and the orders 
places are existence.
